“T have a twill coat from which the waterproof- 
ing has died away. What am I use, and how am 
I to use it to make the coat again waterproof? ” 
asks J. H. B.” Take equal parts of isinglass, 
soap, and alum, and dissolve each in water 
separately, then mix the solutions together, and 
with a brush or rag imbue the cloth on the wrong 
side with the mixture. When dry brush the cloth 
on the wrong side with a dry brush against the 
grain, and afterwards go over it again lightly with 
a brush dipped in water. I have heard of the re- 
quired result being very satisfactorily achieved b 
simply moistening the cloth on the wrong side with 
a'solution of soap, and when the deposit is dry re- 

pating Sse proces with a solution of alum, but I 

lieve the firstrecipe the most highly thought of. 


„ Subscriber” wants a recipe for pumpkin pie 
andasks to be informed whether vegetable marrow 
would be “ a toothsome subsitute” for pumpkin. 
With regard to the latter query, I can only advise 
him to make theexperiment. Tastes differ. Vege- 
table marrow is the more delicate as a 
vegetable. bu! is wanting in the flavour 
and body of the pare. The follow- 
ing is a West of England method of making 
pumpkin pie:—Choose a ripe fruit, peel zt, 
and cut it m two to remove the seeds and puffy 
portion near the centre. Slice the prime fleshy 
part into small thin slices, say about the size of a 
crown piece, fill a pie dish with tose, add half a 
teaspoonful of allspice, and a tablespoontul or 
more of sugar, to taste, wit a little water; cover 
with a light paste, and bake in the usual way. It 
is decidedly improved by eating it with clotted 
cream and sugar. 


The visit of the Emperor William to St. Peters- 
burg has produced a sensible effect in diminishing 
the danger of war.

A remarkable loan case was heard in the Lord 
Magers Court on Thursday, Mr. Cliff, of the firm 
of Pharaoh and Cliff, of King-street, Cheapside, 
songht to recover 4 of £8 is.

DEATH UNDER CHLOROFORM. 

An inquest was held on Thursday by the depnty- 
coroner for Westminster, on the body of Heury 
Ledger, aged 48, a cab-driver, of Muidstone, who 
died while under chloroform at the Westminster 
Hospital.—Dr. Caudwell, house physician, stated 
that he first saw tbe deceased on Tuesday, it being 
his duty to administer chloroform to him previous 
to an operation for cancer in the throat being 
undertaken in the theatre. The witness admims- 
tered the chloroform in the usual way in the room 
adjoining the theatre, but Ledger died directly he 
was taken to the theatre.—Dr. Richard Grainger, 
of Westminster Hospital, who made a post mortem 
examination, said there was a malignant growth 
in the throat, and he was of opinion that after the 
chloroform was administered the air passages 
closed up and he was suffocated.—The jury re- 
turned a verdict of accidental death, and added 
that no blame attached to the hospital authorities.
